ever made here, and -comes as a re- 
sult of the Navy Department's new 
policy and the conference which Rear 
Admiral 
William 
Swift, 
the 
com- 


inandant at 
-Charlestown, and 
the 


heads of other naval stations through 
out the United States, held with Sec- 
retary 
of 
the -Navy- Newberry 
at 


Washington on Saturday. 


Admiral Swift arrived back at his 


•post of duty Monday forenoon 
and 


later he gave-out word about 
the 


coming change. 
Owing- to the fact 


that the plans are very indefinite «™d 
tlhe conference left the arrangement 
of local details largely in the hands 
of each commandant., Admiral Swift 
was unable to give all of the 'parti- 
culars of the changes. 
H'e was able 


to say that it had been decided to 
have each yard's commandant put a 
'business manager, 
so-called, at 
the 


head of its 'building and repair -work 
and'that the naval officers in charge 
of. each of the several departments 
will be retained although their duties 
will, in most"cases, be greatly modi- 
.^d. In order to settle upon the de- 
tails for the Charestown yard 
the 


officers will hold a 
conference. 


The 
announcement was the first 


definite information as to what is to 
be done at any of the yards in the 
country, and 
the suddenness 
witli 


which it is to be Tut into effect took 
everyone -by surPrise- 
Speaking of 


the' conference at Washington, Ad- 


miral 'Swift said that it fiad been de- 
cided that the commandants 01 each 
of the navy yards should keep 
in 


touch with one another, and although 
the system at each station probably 
will differ more or less at the begin- 
ning it is hoped to have all on a 
uniform basis, before many months 
have passed. By working the sepa- 
rate stations 
on the 
experimental 


basis, so to speak, it is hoped 
that 


the good points and more desirabe 
ideas of the different tentative sys- 
tem may be selected for amalgama- 
tion in a good workable scheme later.

straight they carry (heir umbrellas 
in all sorts of ways, in which they 
reveal more or less of their personal 
characteristics.

way :o carry it.

down his left side. Pie is either lazy 
or thoughtless; he is probably both. 


'"Again, we may meet n. man carry- 


ing an umbrella at the cost of con- 
siderable effort, around in front of 
the center line of his body, which is 
correct as to that position, hut carry- 
ing it there too far forward, with 
the result that while he keeps per- 
fectly dry on his face side yet more 


I or less water drips down his back; a 
| man finicky and particular about the 


front he presents, about appearances, 
but not so mindful of the substance. 


"And then we m«it the man who 


carries his umbrella with forearm 
straight in line with his elbow, for 
Ihe greater ease of that position of 
the arm, but with the hand slightly 
turned so as to make the umbrella 
more completely cover him, or with 


j that end in view, which end, how- 


ever, it does not accomplish, for, 
with the umbrella top tilted it does 
not cover so large an area as it .does 
when carried in a horizontal plane. 
This is a man who is lazy, but trying,
